Dr. J.R. Vallentyne popularly known as 
Johnny Biosphere, Canadian Planetary 
Ecologist, will be in BANGALORE, MYSORE & 
MANGALORE during December 4th to 15th, 
1993. Dr. Vallentyne, President of the 
International Association of Limnology from 
1974 to 1980, is presently Research Scientist 
Emeritus at the Canada Centre for Inland 
Waters in Burlington. Ontario. His alter ego, 
Johnny Biosphere, environmental educator, 
has been carrying a globe on his back 
since 1980 - as a reminder that we live on 
Earth. 

Dr. J.R. Vallentyne will be available for both 
public and technical talks for creating 
awareness amongst the public on 
environmental activities. 

Johnny Biosphere will also be available to 
schools (elementary, middle, high) for one 
hour "Know Your Ecosystem" presentations, 
followed by interactive question and answer 
sessions with students. 

Dr. Vallentyne was the orginator of the 
eco-system approach to environment 
management, now accepted in major part 
of the Globe. He was the recipient of the 
1992 Rachel Carson Award for increasing 
public awareness of the environment to an 
extent that has changed human practices. 

If local environmental activities can be 
enhanced by his presence he will go out of 
his way to do so. 

Dr. C. Rajashekara Murthy, an eminent 
Environmental Scientist, Canada, a Native of 
Bangalore, will accompany "Johnny 
Biosphere" during this programme.

Biographical Sketch 

Dr. J.R. Vallentyne (also known as Johnny 
Biosphere) is a Canadian by birth. He 
received his education in biology at 
Queen's University in Kingston, Ontario and 
Yale University in New Haven; Connecticut. 
He lectured at Queen's from 1952 to 1958 
and Cornell University from 1958 to 1966. 
From 1966 to 1992, he held the position of 
Senior Scientist for the federal government's 
Department of Fisheries and Oceans, 
Central and Arctic Region. 

He is the author of 100 scientific 
publications, including a book "The Algal 
Bowl; Lakes and Man", which improved 
public understanding of relationships 
between people and lakes. Dr. Vallentyne 
played a prominent role in reducing the 
levels of phosphate in heavy duty laundry 
detergents in the early 1970's and in 
introducing the ecosystem concept into the 
operations of the International Joint 
Commission. 

Recipient of the 1992 Rachel Carson award 
for increasing environmental awareness, Dr. 
Vallentyne continues to present his 
person-planet image, directly end through 
the media, to thousands of people around 
the world!
